‘AMA Punishes Mann, Penton 


By Chuck Clayton 


The American Motorcycle Association 
closed out this season by throwing a 
number of figurative punches at some of 
its most ardent supporters; 

A slap on the wrist went to national 
#2 professional racer Dick Mann, He was 
suspended until the end of the season, 
Mann was selected for punishment from 
among countless AMA racers who an- 
nually and routinely ignore the first 
commandment of the AMA professional 
rulebook (Chapter IX Section B. g.) 
ft 4..Knowingly entering or taking part in 
competition not sanctioned by the AMA... 
unless penalties are otherwise specifi- 
cally provided for, the Chairman of the 
Competition Congress may suspend any 
rider for a period up to indefinite sus- 
pension for violation of rules. .,.Andfine 
said rider up to $50,’’ 


No Chance To Defend 

A kicx in the posterior was adminis- 
tered to manufacturer, importer andna- 
tional enduro champion John Penton by 
the AMA Executive Director Bill Berry. 
Berry informed Penton he was being held 
personally responsible for the Amherst 
Meadlowlarks M.C, allegedly holding un- 
sanctioned events, Penton, as an officer 
of record in the Ohio sportsmen club, 
was suspended from all AMA activities 
for six months, 

Neither Mann nor Penton were given 
any opportunity to defend themselves 
against the charges. Ironically, they both 
served on the 3-man team which drew up 
the new professional moto-cross rules 
for the AMA which were published in this 
paper several weeks ago. 

Mann is taking the blow in stride. He 
will only miss a few indoor races that 
he wasn’t planning to ride anyway. But 
Penton is going to fight back, If the 
penalty sticks, Penton would miss sever- 
al local Ohio ‘enduros of which he is the 
defending champion, 

I have heard both Penton’s and Berry’s 
sides of the story and I think it is clear 
that the AMA Executive Board should 
step in now and listen to both sides, 
Then they should vote whether to uphold 
or amend Berry’s unilateral decision. 

Hurts Only The Loyal 

For the sake of motorcycling and the 
AMA, I hope that a hearing can be ar- 
ranged quickly. Both Mann’s and Penton’s 
enormous contributions to the progress 
and well being of the AMA should be 
considered as well as the alleged in- 
fractions, 


The AMA’s power topunish only works 
on its loyal supporters, and not even all 
of them. If Mann and Penton had been 
residents of California they would have 
been protected by the state’s Cartwright 
Act from any punishment arising as a 
result .of doing business with another 
sanctioning association, Other states 
have similar laws to protect citizens 
from those who would exercise power 
without compassion, Ifit comes toa court 
battle over the Penton suspension, the 
AMA would not be serving the sport to 
fight members with members’ money. 
We can only hope that the Executive 
Board, inits wisdom, will review Berry’s 
decision and revoke Penton’s penalty 
until the accused has a chance to be heard. 


Throw Out Rule, Not Members 


This newspaper believes that the rule 
should be thrown out, rather than the 
members. But that is a matter for the 
Competition Congress to take up in its 
next annual meeting. 


Setting The Record Straight Dept. 


In Volume V #44 of this newspaper I 
was in error regarding certain facts of 
the AMA Competition Congress meeting. 
AMA Exec Bill Berry was not solely 
responsible for the proposed new set of 
professional moto-cross rules, 

The moto-cross rules were prepared 
by the AMA staff so that the subject 
could be discussed at the Congress, When 
it was apparent that no delegates were 
going to advance any proposed rules, 
AMA president Bill Bagnall asked that the 
staff-prepared rules be placed on the 
agenda, 

Similarly, the entire sportsman rule- 
book revision was prepared by the staff 
and legal counsel as a basis of discus- 
sion, This was by the direction of the 1966 
and 1967 Competition Committee. The 
only debate possible before adoption of 
the sportsman rule revisions was 
whether the staff had changed the intent 
of the rules. The sportsman proposal was 
adopted almost as written and then 
changes were made from the floor by 
majority vote, 

We are assured that the only reason 
the chairman insisted on adoption of the 
staff-written rules was to satisfy parlia- 
mentary requirements and make it pos- 
sible for amendments to be voted by the 
majority, rather than a 2/3 plurality, 

Our thanks to Bill Berry for bringing 
these facts to our attention.

it’s just that we have been competingfor 
many years against ourselves.and haven’t 
really had the opportunity to participate 
in world competition, to stimulate them 
into putting forth the extra effort to ob- 
tain the fine edge the Europeans possess. 

With some of the proposed new inter- 
national rule changes, it looks as though 
there is a good possibility that some of 
our better riders will be competitive with 
that of the rest of the world which should 
increase the popularity of road racing 
in this country. 


Bryan Wade 


I have had many people ask me for 
details concerning the Bryan Wade situa- 


i tion and MICUS. To try toclarify some of 


the mystery concerning Mr. Wade and the 
recent events: Mr. Wade had entered the 
international moto-cross event in Dallas, 
Texas which was being held on the same 
weekend as the Hopetown event. He had 
been accepted and guaranteed $250 start 
money. He did not appear at the interna- 
tional event but instead rode Hopetown 
which was notan international sanctioned 
event, 

Under international rules, this is a 
violation; to enter an event and be ac- 
cepted and then participate in another 
event on that same date. This is a viola- 
tion of not only the FIM rules butalso of 
every other association including the 
AMA, It had nothing to do with his parti- 
cipation at Hopetown; it would have been 
the same thing if he participated at any 
other event on that same date, 

The Rickman brothers are internation- 
al riders and they participated in Hope- 
town, but since they had not entered any 
of the international events, no problem 
arose. Now, Mr. Nicholson has stated he 
told the promoter that Mr. Wade wasnot 
going to participate in Dallas, Texas, 
MICUS informed Mr, Nicholson that the 
Hopetown event was not an internationally 
sanctioned event and Bryan Wade would 
not be eligible to ride in that event since 
he was already entered in an international 
event on that date, 

Also, as some of you know, Mr, Wade 
was supposedly riding exhibition in that 
event along with the Rickman Bros, and 
was not scored, but isn’t it peculiar that 
all the ads indicate Mr. Wade ‘‘won’’ the 
event in which he participated; that is the 
«250cc Exhibition””. I wonder what event 
that was. If it was only an exhibition, 
what were all the other riders doing par- 
ticipating in this event? 

I hope the above answers some of the 
questions concerning the Wade incident.

BEAUMONT, Cal., Nov. 24 — The Bush- 
masters held their biggest and last moto- 
cross of the year here today as 91 riders 
competed on the 1-1/2 mile course; The- 
100cc machines were away at 10:00a.m.

and Bob McLaughlin. By the end of the 
first lap McLaughlin was second, He took 
the lead in the second lap when Dean fell, 

Larry Cook worked his way up from 
eighth place into the number two spot on 
the second lap. But by now McLaughlin 
had what proved to be an insurmountable 
lead and Cook gained only slightly on him. 
The first five positions remained the 
same until the fifth lap when John Pavich, 
who had started out in twentieth place, 
finally worked his way into fifth, Two 
laps later McLaughlin took the win. 

Cook took the lead in the third moto 
followed by McLaughlin, Garrett, Groov- 
er and Pavich. McLaughlin passed Cook 
after the first hill but fell on the fire- 
break and was passed by the four behind 
him, Cook now had the lead and let out 
the stops, opening up big. 

McLaughlin was gaining one position 
per lap but the slower riders held him 
back enough so that when he finally did 
get into second place on the fifth lap he 
was too far behind Cook to catch up. 

The biggest race of the day was the 
175cc/250cc combined with 43 entries.

SCRAMBLIN 
AROUND 


By Maureen Lee 


We wish we could let sleeping dogs lie 
for a bit longer but we wouldn’t be at- 
tending to our duties as scrambles 
columnist we if we didn’t mention it, And 
that’s the pot that is gently simmering 
up to a full boilas to whether five-porting 
and reed valves are illegal or not. 

The rules for Sporting Competition are 
currently being revised and reprinted, 
The book we are now using is 1966-67 
until the new one appears. In it five- 
porting, unless done by the factory, is 
out. The reed valve situation getsa little 
sticky as the rules state that you can’t 
add anything that is nota manufacturer’s 
part. Article XXI, Sec.2 *...Manufactur- 
er’s standard models as catalogued,,.’’ 

As an example, if you wish to inter- 
prete the rules one way my Hodaka is 
«illegal.”” I have mucho Pabatco speed 
equipment on it (manufacturer) butIalso 
have Ceriani front forks, a Webco head 
and gas cap and Maverick shocks, We’d 
like to see one little (or big) scrambles 
bike that hasn’t had something changed, 
so it all depends as to how technical 
you’re going to get with that rule book, 

We’ve always felt the purpose behind 
many A.M,A, rules was to give everyone 
a fair chance in competition. Just because 
one rider has the money to pay for an 
expensive modification doesn’t mean to 
say he can spend it, We’ve seen this in 
cars, where money talks, but in bikes 
until recently it was always the competi- 
tion that counted with everyone riding 
more or less the same type scooter as 
their fellow rider, Ability counted, 

Now there are these super-goodies out 
on the market and we’ll just have to wait 
and see what the new rules will say. 
Inevitably there will always be those who 
can’t afford what others have (and even 
if they could maybe they couldn’t go any 
faster anyway). At times it seemsalmost 
an impossible situation. What is legal to 
one person is illegal to another. 

It appears that five-porting is definite- 
ly out. We say ‘‘appears’’ because we’re 
dangling between rule books right now. 
But the real nitty-gritty is this: how 
come when five-porting first popped up 
quite a few moons ago someone didn’t 
make a protest and bring this whole mess 
out then and there? That was the time to 
do it, not now when on one given Sunday 
you’d probably loose half the lightweight 
class at one go if you declared five-

District only. It’s the National book that 
still governs our sport whether you like 
it or not, and if you’re a serious com- 
petitor it wouldn’t hurt to check out these 
things, 

But this is still a sport, so let’s not 
get too technical over rulings but just 
keep an eye on those that could give un- 
fair advantages to certain people.

BRAWLEY, Cal., Nov. 23 & 24— About 
300 ‘signed-in’? cyclists and an addi- 
tional estimated 200 ‘‘tag-alongs’’ con- 
verged on this Imperial Valley town of
